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Teachers Picket 


School Board 
Over Contract

Approximately 200 Agawam teachers picketed 
entrances at the junior high school last Thursday 
evening to demonstrate their frustration with pro- 
longed contract negotiations. 

Carrying signs that read “Spring for a Fair Gon- 
tract,” ‘Bargain in Good Faith,” and “No Defayy 
Contract Today,” teachers marched in the frigid 
night air for about an hour around the front and 
side entrances of the school building. 

Superintendent of Schools Bernard Ryder was 
the first to appear on the scene and walked 
uneventfully through the picket line to enter the 
junior high main office. School Committee 
members Linda Galarneau, Louise David, and 
Louis Massoia also walked amongst the teachers 
with little (other than simple greetings) being ex- 
changed between members of the Agawam 
Education Association and the board. 

The AEA’s legal representative, Charles 
Baldwin, marched with teachers as the School 
Committee’s lawyer, John Teehan, entered the 
building to sit with a state mediator and board 
members. The bargaining team for the AEA was 
also ready to represent the union by 7:00 p.m. (on 
schedule). 

Mayor Christopher Johnson, School Committee 
chairman, and members Teresa Kozloski and 
Roberta Doering did attend the bargaining ses- 
sion, but arrived after teachers had begun to leave 
the parking lot at about 7:15 p.m. that night. 

Teachers Form “Crisis Team” 

Robinson Park Elementary School teacher An- 
drew Bower acted as spokesman for a newly form- 
ed “crisis team” of 27 teachers. He said the crisis 
team is planning different strategies to hasten a 
contract settlement. Teachers have been working 
without a contract since August 31st, but neither 
side is willing to discuss details of the delay.

Individually, teachers have indicated that 
morale is low and question bargaining in good 
faith by the committee when Johnson said at the 
onset that town employees must go without 
raises this year to avoid layoffs. 

Teachers have become more vocal since the 6-1 
vote of the School Committee supporting a 
resolution to oppose the State Education Reform 
Bill presently in the Senate. The bill would force 
local communities to increase school spending 
(In Agawam, figues show as much as $500,000). 

Johnson has claimed that without a financial 
commitment from the state, this bill would cause 
municipal funding in Agawam to decrease, cut 
services and “pit senior citizens against 
students.” 

He also voted against each part of the School 
Committee’s proposed fiscal 1994 budget review- 
ed to date. The 1994 budget includes $471,000 in 
reserve for administrators’, principals’, and 
teachers’ salaries. 

Johnson repeated that, due to declining state 
aid and local revenues, ‘the money is just not 
there.” Prior to this year, Johnson was labeled by 
the AEA as “pro-education” and received its 
“Eriend of Education” Award in 1989. 

One teacher’s sign quoting Shakespeare seem- 
ed to sum up the union’s response to the present 
dilemma—‘“Now is the Winter of Our Discontent.”

Recycling Of Plastic Bottles To Begin

Feeding The Beast: Stopping 
Government Waste Top Priority 


One of the results of the 1992 Presidential elec- 
tion was a sentiment of reform and an emphasis 
on keeping the reins of government in the hands 
of the people. Here in Massachusetts, that call is 

‘just as loud, just as strong, and just as rightful. 
One individual, or a group of people, who have a 
conviction can in fact prompt legislation and 
literally overturn what may very well be a bad law 
or a wasteful government expenditure that has 
slipped through the cracks of bureaucracy. 

As your State Senator, | have always encourag- 
ed you to come to me with your concerns about 
what is wrong in state government and how it can 
be made more constructive and responsive in 
your daily lives.

doses in less than a year. 

When | visited the Jewish Nursing Home, | was 
appalled at what | witnessed. | saw the sheer 
VOLUME of caplet upon caplet that had to be 
thrown away since it had been leftover in the 
30-day bulk “blister packs” dispensed by the phar- 
macies. What | witnessed is a recurring problem. 

When a patient either passes away or is taken 
off the medication by his or her physician, the 
unused doses are mandated to be destroyed by 
the State’s Department of Public Health regula- 
tions. Nurse Sherman observed and brought to my 
attention a wasteful government spending prac- 
tice. There had to be a more efficient and ethical 
system of dispensing medications in long-term 
settings. 

How many low and moderate income elderly in 
our communities are in desperate need of this 
very same medication that is literally being flush- 
ed down the toilet in staggering numbers in our 
long-term care facilities? Moreover, the exhorbi- 
tant cost of this senseless waste is being absorb- 
ed by, you guessed it, the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts and the Massachusetts taxpayer. 
Almost 75% of all nursing home residents receive 
Medicaid benefits: this designation in turn covers 
all those patients’ prescriptions and medications. 
So, in order to comply with the mandates, we are 
in effect giving license to throw medication, and 
money, down the drain.

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Strong participational support from Pioneer 
Valley nursing homes, pharmacies, and phar- 
maceutical distributors to support a pilot project 
to study an alternative unit dose medication 
system for Massachusetts long-term care 
facilities is evident. One proposed solution would 
be to administer medication in individual, strip- 
unit dosage, so that excess medication can be 
recycled by pharmacies and redistributed around 
the state. 

The bill | filed, Senate 477, directs this propos- 
ed study. It has beén heard by the Joint Commit- 
tee on Health Care and is expected to be reported 
out favorably soon. | am grateful for Terry Sher- 
man’s vigilance and concern for what is simply a 
crazy and wasteful practice that only serves to fur- 
ther weigh down the burden the taxpayers must 
bear. 

President Clinton has implored the American 
people to support the attempt to reduce govern- 
ment spending, and perhaps even more so, to 
reduce waste. In Massachusetts, we are all grave- 
ly concerned over the ever-increasing Medicaid 
budget. 

It behooves the legislature to explore each and 
every opportunity to save money within the 
system in order to preserve the benefits for those 
in need of the funding. The efforts of Nurse Sher- 
man, and Laurie Greeney before her, serve as a 
reminder to us all that today’s observation could 
well be tomorrow’s legislation.

Condom Class At AHS 
Exploiting Teenagers

| was shocked and dismayed to read in the 
newspaper on March 12th an article about the 
condom demonstration in the Agawam High 
School (students practiced putting on condoms 
by placing them over each other's fingers. This 
was done in classrooms with both males and 
females). 


| was upset at the exploitation of these 


teenagers and how the school system has let . 


them down. 

Condoms are merely a band-aid solution to the 
real issue here (which is not AIDS but teenage pro- 
miscuity). There is no way teenagers in this town 
will contract AIDS other than through sex. Blood 
is tested to prevent contaminated transfusions. 
They won't contract the virus through intravenous 
drug use - our successful DARE Program has seen 
to that. 

They have been taught to say “NO” to drugs, 
not merely to use sterilized needles. Yet Agawam 


has really ‘‘wimped out” in regards to sexuality. © 


We “‘stress” abstinence yet teach condom usage, 
Anferring that we don’t really expect them to con- 
trol themselves. 

So, we merely change the rules to justify their 
behavior. We say, ‘They are going to do it 
anyway.” Shame on us! How terribly we have let 
our young people down. 


Stressing abstinence while teaching condom 
usage will NOT work. We need to TEACH 
abstinence. When these children go out in the 
world and are bombarded with peer pressure and 
sexual messages from our society, have we em- 
powered them to say “NO” as we have to drugs? 
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No. By teaching them condom usage we have em- 
powered them to PARTAKE! 


| challenge the schools of Agawam to stick to 
teaching the facts of the AIDS virus in a scientific 
manner. | challenge the churches of this town to 
take as strong a stance against this curriculum as 
they have against store openings and sports 
events held on Sunday mornings. 


All but a few churches have remained silent on 
this issue. And | challenge the parents of this 
town to refuse to allow the schools to instruct on 
issues of morality and let our children learn these 
values where they should be taught - at home.

Elderly Housing 
Only A Few Months 


The Agawam Housing Authority wishes to in- 
form local seniors that the waiting list for affor- 
dable housing is presently only a couple of mon- 
ths long. 

A few years ago, local seniors had to wait 
almost three years for an apartment. Please note 
that Agawam and Feeding Hills seniors have a 
preference in their own community. 

To be eligible for elderly housing, a person 
must be at least 62 years of age. Assets must not 
exceed $15,000 or one-and-one-half times the net 
income, whichever is higher. For a single person, 
annual net income should not exceed $17,696 or 
$20,224 for a couple. Companion pets are now 
allowed in elderly housing developments but 
must have prior written approval of management. 

The Authority also has one-bedroom barrier- 
free units within the elderly developments which 
are designed specifically for persons who are con- 
fined to wheelchairs. There is no age limit attach- 
ed to the barrier-free units. Also available are con- 
gregate units for elderly who may be in need of 
supportive services. 

Elderly housing developments are Country 
View at 95 North Westfield Street, Colonial Haven 
at 886 Main Street, Meadowbrook Manor off 
Wright Street, and The Danahy Schoolhouse at 51 
Maple Street. You may obtain further information

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State’s New Stalking Law Gives 
Police Dept. Much Overdue Power

May 18th, 1992 will more than likely go down as 
a red letter day in the history of women’s rights. 

On that day at 11:33 a.m., Governor William 
Weld signed into law a bill that establishes the 
crime of stalking. Section 43 of Chapter 265 effec- 
tively places the power of arrest in the hands of 
the police while granting long-awaited peace of 
mind to suffering women all across the state. 

In the past, if a woman was being followed, 
phoned, or harassed, little could be done until the 
man made a move or acted upon his threat. The 
feeling of helplessness was felt by the police of- 
ficer as well as the potential victim. 

Those days are gone and the following is asum- 
mary of the long overdue and much anticipated 
legislation. It is copied from a memorandum 
dated May 21st, 1992 from the Office of Attorney 
General Scott Harshbarger. 

The statute creates the crime of stalking with 
two sentence enhancement provisions. The crime 
is a FELONY, allowing arrest based on probable 
cause, whether or not committed in the officer's 
presence. 


1) Any person who willfully, maliciously, and 
repeatedly follows or harasses another person 
and who makes a threat with the intent of placing 
that person in imminent fear of death or serious 
bodily injury is guilty of the crime of stalking. 

This is a felony and is subject to a maximum 
state prison sentence of five years, or a house of 
correction sentence of up to two-and-a-half years, 


or a fine up to $1,000 or both fine and imprison- 


ment. 

HARASSES is defined in the statute as ‘‘a know- 
ing and willfull pattern of conduct or series of acts over 
a period of time directed at a specified person, which 
seriously alarms or annoys the person...and which 
causes a reasonable person to suffer substantial emo- 
tional distress.”” 

2) Any person who commits the crime of ‘“‘stalk- 
ing” in violation of a vacate, restraining, or no 
contact order issued under General Law Chapter 
209A or any other temporary restraining order or 
preliminary or permanent injunction issued by the 
Superior Court, faces a mandatory minimum one 
year sentence (with the maximum sentence re- 
maining five years in state prison). 

3) Any person convicted of a second or subse- 
quent violation of any provision of the stalking 
law faces a maximum 10-year state prison 
sentence and a mandatory minimum two year 
sentence. 

The escalation of violence and abuse toward 
women during the past few years is proof positive 
that this new law is not only justified but extreme- 
ly necessary. 

If we are to relieve women of the burden of ter- 
ror in dealing with ex-husbands, boyfriends, and 
other men who treat them as prey, then we must 
have the tools with which to accomplish the task. 
| commend the Governor and the members of the 
Legislature for helping bring law enforcement out 
of the dark ages and into the reality of the 1990's.

Careless Smoking 
Habits Lead To Fire 


One of the most common causes of deaths in 
home fires is careless smoking. It has been 
estimated that 35% of all home fire deaths (about 
1,500 a year) and 17% of all home fire injuries are 
caused by cigarette fires. Over $300 million in pro- 
perty is lost in these fires. 

The Agawam Fire Department recommends 
that special precautions be taken to avoid a 
cigarette fire: 

e Provide large, deep ashtrays for smokers. 

e Do not place ashtrays on the arms of fur- 
niture. 

e Most cigarette fires involve dropping a hot 
cigarette on beds or upholstered furniture or 
clothing. A lit cigarette can smolder for 20 to 30 
minutes before igniting anything. Check furniture 
before going to bed. Never smoke in bed or while 
reclining in upholstered furniture. 

e Make sure ashes are completely cold before 
emptying them. Try wetting ashtray contents 
before throwing them in the trash. 

e Install extra smoke detectors in smokers’ 
bedrooms and other areas they spend time in. 

© The combination of smoking and drinking can 
be fatal. Keep an eye on those individuals in that 
condition.

Weekly Tax Tips From IRS 


Working Students and Taxes 


Becoming an adult means taking on more 
responsibility, including tax responsibility. 
Students who work should look at their whole 
situation, not just how much they make on the 
job, when determining their tax liability. 


Working more hours, going from job to job, or 
even earning interest on a savings account could 
change a student's tax situation during the year. 
: A working student can complete Form W-4, 
: Employee's Withholding Allowance Certificate,” 
to determine how much, if any, tax should be 
withheld from each pay check. Once filled out, 
Form W-4 must be given to the employer so he or 
she may withhold as necessary. 


Whether a student needs withholding to pay for 
income tax depends on many things, including: 

— the total earnings the student will-make this 
year at this and any other job, 

— savings accounts or other investments that 

_ produce income, 

— scholarships that may be partially or fully 
taxable for the year, and 

— whether the student can be claimed as a 
dependent on someone else’s tax return. 


In general, a single student who can be claimed 
as a dependent by another person will owe no 
federal income tax if he or she: 

— does not have more than $600 in total in- 
come, some part or all of which is unearned in- 
come; or 

— is under age 24 at the end of the calendar 
year and earns up to $3,600 in wages, tips, taxable 
scholarships, and other earned income, provided 
he or she has no unearned income such as in- 
terest or dividends, or 

— is 24 or older at the end of the calendar year, 
has no unearned income, and earns less than 
$2,300. 


Scalia 
Honored 


A student who is 24 or older at the end of the 
calendar year and earned $2,300 or more usually 
cannot be claimed as a dependent on another per- 
son’s return. However, if this student earns $5,900 
or more, he or she must file a tax return on which 
he or she can claim his or her own exemption.

Special Tax Benefits 
For Older Americans 


Many seniors can take advantage of special tax 
benefits offered only to them. 
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For 1992, single persons 65 or older do not have 
to file a federal income tax return if their income 
is less than $6,800. The limit for a married couple 
filing a joint return is $11,300 if only one spouse is 
65 or older, and $12,000 if both are 65 or older. 

Persons are considered age 65 on the day 
before their 65th birthday; therefore, those who 
turned 65 on January 1, 1993 are considered to be 
age 65 at the end of 1992. 


Anyone 65 or older is entitled to an extra ex- 
emption of $2,300. 

Older or disabled Americans can reduce the 
taxes they owe with a tax credit called the “credit 
for the elderly or the disabled.” It is based on fil- 
ing status, age and income. Generally, the credit 
is not available if the person’s 1992 income level 
requires him or her to report any part of social 
security benefits as taxable income. 

Individuals under 65 will be eligible for this 
credit only if they retire with total and permanent 
disability and have income from a public or 
private employer because of that disability. 


Senior citizens who are thinking about selling 
their personal residence should consider the 
once-in-a-lifetime $125,000 exclusion of the gain 
on the sale of their home. An awareness of the tax 
consequences is essential before selling a per- 
sonal residence at any age, especially so for 
inese age 55 or older to whom this benefit ap- 
plies. 


Taxpayers needing assistance with their 
returns can turn to Tax Counseling for the Elderly 
(TCE). TCE is an IRS program through which 
volunteers from many organizations provide free 
tax information and assistance to individuals age 
60 and over. Contact your local IRS office for loca- 
tions near you.

Trick Or Treat?! 
‘“Halloween’’ In March! 


Moustapha Akkad's Halloween films are the only 
modern horror films that exemplify quality and 
good taste in the tradition of the true classical 
horror genre. 

* Halloween 

Director: John Carpenter. 1978. Rated R. I hour and 
30 minutes. Starring: Donald Pleasance, Jamie Lee Cur- 
tis, P.J. Soles, and Nancy Loomis. 

Halloween, the.first film in the Michael Myers 
saga, ultimately became the most successful in- 
dependent motion picture of all time. Simplicity 
was the winning ingredient that Carpenter in- 
jected into the film to make it a horror classic, and 
this ingredient was later imitated by a myriad of 
ridiculous clone films such as Friday the 13th and 
A Nightmare On Elm Street. 

Halloween tells the story of how the insane 
Michael Myers escapes from the Smith’s Grove 
Sanitarium—15 years after being committed for 
the murder of his sister when he was only six 
years-old. 

Upon his escape, Myers returns to his 
hometown of Haddonfield, Illinois. His long-time 
psychiatrist, Dr. Sam Loomis (played to perfection 
by Donald Pleasance), is in hot pursuit of his 
deranged patient. 

The irony of the story is that the two main 
characters, Myers and Loomis, are both on 
obsessive quests. Loomis is obsessed with recap- 
turing his dangerous nemesis, and Myers (it ap- 
pears) is obsessed with Laurie Strode, played by 
Jamie Lee Curtis. Myers’ motives for stalking 
Strode, however, go unexplained until the sequel. 

Halloween, described by many critics as a 
masterpiece of modern horror, incites fear and 
suspense over repulsion resulting from: un- 
necessary gore, since there is virtually no gore 
content in this film. 

Unlike his movie proteges— Jason of Friday the 
13th and Freddy Krueger of A Nightmare On Elm 
Stree-—Myers evokes genuine fear through the 
simplicity of his mannerisms and physical ap- 
pearance. 

He is just a man in a simple (and consequently 
horrifying) Halloween mask. He doesn’t speak or 
make inane comments. Instead, he just stands 
there, slighthy hidden, and therefore scares you 
out of your wits! 

Carpenter's simplicity can also be seen in a 
variety of effective shots he uses in Halloween. 
Background-oriented shots—in harmony with his 
simplistic, yet eerie, self-composed sound- 
track—serve as the source for many of the film’s 
jolts. This combination ultimately culminates into 
realistic fear and gripping suspense when we see 
the dreaded Myers slowly approaching from the 
background while the distressed character is in 
the foreground. 

Carpenter's filmmaking techniques have been 
frequently emulated in modern cinema. A simple 
antagonist, a simple story, simple shots, and a 
simple soundtrack combine, however, and make 
Halloween a yet unduplicated classic. 

You'll be looking behind every bush, under 
every bed, and in every closet—for unmatched is 
the biting fear of the unforgettable story of the 
night HE came home! 4 STARS. (Mature au- 
diences strongly advised.) 

* Halloween II 

Director: Rick Rosenthal. 1981. Rated R. 1 hour and 
33 minutes. Starring: Donald Pleasance and Jamie Lee 
Curtis. 

The nightmare continues in Halloween IT, which 
picks up precisely where Halloween left off. 

Laurie Strode, again played by Jamie Lee Cur- 
tis, is transported to Haddonfield Memorial 
Hospital for treatment of injuries sustained from 
her confrontation with Michael Myers at the close 
of Halloween. Unknown to Dr. Loomis (a role 
reprisal for Donald Pleasance), Myers goes to the 
hospital in search of Strode. His motives are still 
unknown by viewers and characters. 

The tension and suspense builds as viewers 
anxiously anticipate another confrontation bet- 
ween Loomis and Myers. Finally, the shock of 
Myers’ motive is revealed; Loomis learns that 
Strode is actually Myers’ sister. The tension, ac- 
tion, and suspense of Halloween IT is then at its 
apex because Loomis then deduces that Myers 
has been at the hospital all night, stalking Strode.

After the ill-received departure from the 
Michael Myers storyline with Halloween III—The 
Season of the Witch, Halloween and Halloween II pro- 
ducer Moustapha Akkad makes a successful 
“Myers-comeback” with Halloween 4—The Return 
of Michael Myers. 

Ten years have passed and Michael Myers has 
been in a maximum security lock-up. Unfortunate- 
ly, federal law mandates that if a patient remains 
unthreatening to society for 10 years’ time, they 
must be moved to a regular security facility. In 
Myers’ case, no institution wanted to be responsi- 
ble for him, so his transfer was procrastinated un- 
til the last possible day that Smith’s Grove 
Sanitarium could wait before accepting him ex- 
actly 10 years later—Halloween Eve.

Akkad provides more vital details in this film, in- 
cluding the exploration of the intriguing relation- 
ship between Myers and his niece Jamie. We also 
begin to get an explanation as to why Myers 
wants to kill his family members and why he 
puserceee the supernatural powers he apparently 

as. 

The emergence of a mysterious character in 
Halloween 5—The Revenge of Michael Myers sug- 
gests that Myers may not be “evil incarnate” as 
previously thought; instead, he may be under the 
power of an unexplained force. Michael appears 
to be more schizophrenic than totally psychotic. 
This can be seen in a scene involving Myers and 
his niece where he removes his Halloween mask 
and sheds tears. 

The realism of the Halloween series plays a vital 
role in their success and impact. Unlike other 
modern-day horror films, the Halloween films 
depict characters who do the right thing at the 
right time. 

You will not be subjected to ignorant 
characters who do such things as investigate the 
source of anoise while being unarmed and alone, 
or who feel the need to take a stroll in the base- 
ment of a dark house when a crazed killer is at 
large. Scenes such as these kill any chance for 
genuine suspense because the viewer knows that 
these characters are going to meet with untimely 
demises. 

You will relate to characters in Halloween 5—The 
Revenge of Michael Myers because they do what you 
would do in a given situation—like run out of the 
house in a towel when told a killer may be near (an 
actual scene from this film, by the way). Your ap- 
pearance would be the farthest thing from your 
mind. 

Obviously one of the last chapters in the series, 
Halloween 5—The Revenge of Michael Myers is a 
quality film that begins to bring the saga to a 
close and leaves you anxiously awaiting the ar- 
rival of Halloween 6! 3 STARS. (Mature audiences 
strongly advised.)

Pizza - Part II 
Pizza Sauces 


_ Last week, we talked about making pizza crust, 
including a couple of alternatives for those stress- 
ed for time. This week's column finishes off the 
discussion of pizzas by offering suggestions for 
sauces and toppings. 

| have made so many of these and tested out 
others purchased from local pizzerias that | am 
pizza weary. | see pepperoni in my sleep, which is 
not a good sign. 

So, without further ado, the following are some 
good sauces you can cook up for your pizzas. 
They also make respectable sauces for-pasta. 


- POLPA DI POMODORO 

Italian canned tomatoes and also fresh ones 
can be improved quite simply to make a satisfac- 
tory juicy seasoning, and the following recipe will 
yield enough tomato to cover a medium-size piz- 
Za. The tomato flavor is concentrated and enhanc- 
ed by the olive oil. 

2 tablespoons green olive oil 

1 clove of garlic, crushed and chopped 

2 or 3 turns from the black pepper mill 

14 oz. can of Italian peeled plum tomatoes or 

16 oz. of ripe, fresh tomatoes, peeled hard, sec- 
tions removed and cut into segments 

Pinch of salt 

Take a heavy saucepan and in it warm the olive 
oil over a low heat, then add the chopped garlic 
and the black pepper. Their purpose is to perfume 
the oil. Watch the hissing garlic with care to see 
that it does not brown, as this will alter the flavor 
of the pulp, which must be fresh-tasting. 

After a scarce minute, add the can of tomatoes 
of the chopped fresh ones. Stir the mixture around 
with a wooden fork to break up the tomatoes even- 
ly. Add the pinch of salt. Now, raise the heat a lit- 
tle and let the mixture cook until the liquid has 
reduced and you are left with a dense thick pulp. 

As a rough guide, after about 6 or 7 minutes of 
cooking a 14 oz. can will reduce to 8 0z./1 cup of 
thick pulp. The cooking time for fresh tomatoes 
will depend on their juiciness. r

3 tablespoons olive oil ;

Heat 2 tablespoons of the oil in a 3-quart non- 
aluminum saucepan.

Use a slotted 
spoon to remove the vegetables to a plate. Set 
aside until needed. 

Add the remaining tablespoon of oil to the pan 
and saute the ground pork until it is lightly brown- 
ed. Pour off and discard any excess fat from the 
pan and return the vegetables to the pan. 

Puree the tomatoes and add them to the 
saucepan along with the mint, parsley, and salt 
and pepper. Bring to a boil, lower the heat, and 
simmer, uncovered, stirring occasionally for 1% 
hours. 

Makes approximately'1¥ cups of sauce. 

This sauce may be refrigerated in a tightly 
covered container for up to one week. It can also 
be frozen for up to 4 months.

Another approach to quick tomato sauce for 
your pizzas is a method that requires no cooking. 
The taste will be different than a sauce that’s 
been simmered for a couple of hours, but is very 
acceptable. 

If you’re an elitist, you can grow your own plum 
tomatoes and make up your own sauce. This is 
not the way to go, however, unless you have a 
substantial amount of time to devote to it. One 
year, | grew enough tomatoes to feed the 
neighborhood and my daughter and | spent the 
duration of one weekend making gallons of 
homemade sauce. 

It was all that we did and | came away from that 
experience with a commitment to never, ever at- 
tempt it again. That was a number of years ago, 
and the memory of it has faded into one that’s 
marginally pleasant. As | have acquired a freezer 
since the last mass production of sauce, | will no 
doubt repeat the performance late this summer, 
providing there ever is a season resembling sum- 
mer this year. : 

NO-COOK TOMATO SAUCE 
1 large clove of garlic 

28 oz. canned tomatoes 

4 tablespoons tomato paste 

Y2 teaspoon sugar 

Y2 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon dried oregano

In a food processor, mince garlic. 


Place a strainer over a bowl and drain tomatoes 
by gently pressing and crushing them with a 
wooden spoon to remove most, but not all, liquid. 

Transfer crushed tomatoes to the food pro- 
cessor and discard or save liquid in bowl for 
another use. Add tomato paste (adjusting it to the 
amount of liquid remaining in the drained 
tomatoes; sauce must not be too thick or too run- 
ny), sugar, and salt and process ingredients a few 
seconds to combine. Transfer to a non-aluminum 
bowl. Stir in oregano, basil, hot pepper flakes, and 
pepper.

There are dozens of ways to assemble pizza, 
from simple sauce and cheese to exotic pizzas 
with apple and brie or chili. You’re only limited by 
your imagination in creating one of these tasty lit- 
tle devils. 

Because of the many combinations of toppings 
to choose for pizza, | am ending off this pizza 
dissertation with one recipe for traditional pizza, 
and one that can be put together without having 
to make crust and sauce. 


PROVOLONE PIZZA 
Makes one medium pizza 
Pizza dough for one 10-inch pizza 
Olive oil 
Ye cup no-cook tomato sauce 
¥2 cup grated provolone cheese 
Ye cup grated mozzarella cheese 
¥2 teaspoon dried oregano 
Salt 
Freshly ground black pepper 


Preheat oven to 500F for one hour. 

Lightly coat a pizza pan with corn meal or flour. 

Hand stretch or roll out dough into a 10-inch cir- 
cle and place on pan. Brush dough lightly with oil 
to cover completely. 

Spread tomato sauce over dough, leaving a 
Ye-inch border. Spread cheeses over sauce. 
Sprinkle with oregano. Salt lightly and add a few 
grindings of pepper. 

Bake for 5 to 10 minutes, or until cheese is 
flected with golden-brown spots. Watch pizza 
carefully. Because there are no toppings covering 
the cheese, this pizza browns more quickly.

Y4 teaspoon pepper 
1 cup shredded cheddar cheese (4 ounces) 
1 (6 oz.) can tomato paste 
1 (4 oz.) can sliced mushrooms, liquid reserved 
1 small onion finely chopped 
1 teaspoon oregano 
Ys cup grated parmesan cheese 


Preheat oven to 350F. In a medium bowl, com- 
bine ground round, 1 cup water, creamer, bread 
crumbs, garlic salt, and pepper.

Gillette emerges as Shirley in frumpy 
housedress and apron, not ahomely woman but a 
drab and unhappy one, caught in a midlife crisis 
and believing that life may have left her behind. 

Her transformation into a sun-worshipping 
beachcomber garbed in shorts and oversized 
T-shirts is a delight. f 

Gillette carries this one-woman show with an 
easy professionalism, slipping in and out of 
moods and thoughts with rapid-fire accuracy. 

A veteran of the stage, her comfort with her 
stage and her audience was never more evident 
than during an incident in Act Il on opening night, 
when she knelt on a beach mat and pierced her 
knee on the sharp point of a sea shell. The au- 
dience winced collectively; the missed mark evi- 
dent as Gillette momentarily lost balance and 
began to rub the now bleeding knee while never 
losing track of the dialogue. As she moved 
through the next few lines, blood kept oozing from 
the cut, and she kept brushing it back, finally tak- 
ing a towel from her beachlike surroundings to

blot the wound, still keeping up the role. As the 
audience’s attention shuffled between character 
and cut, she looked out and said, ‘I’m all right, 
really | am,” and kept right on going, though she 
did favor the knee for the balance of the show.

KOZLOSKI is heading for Hungary this summer on a 
Fulbright-Hays Award. 


Teresa Kozloski Plans 
Fulbright-Hays Trip 
To Hungarian Capital 


Teresa M. Kozloski, associate professor of 
history and business at Bay Path College and a 
member of the Agawam School Committee, has 
received her second Fulbright-Hays award for 
study abroad, and will spend a month in Hungary 
this summer at a Seminar entitled “Hungary in 
Transition.” 


Kozloski, who participated in a similar seminar 
in Yugoslavia in 1989, was selected for the 1993 
Hungarian experience the first year she was eligi- 
ble to do so. Under present guidelines established 
by the U.S. Department of Education, Fulbright 
Scholars are ineligible to apply for three calendar 
years. 

A member of the Bay Path faculty since 1976, 
Kozloski has a keen interest in Central Europe 
‘since she is currently pursuing graduate study in 
European history at the University of 
Massachusetts. 


“Hungary is privatizing its economy much 
faster than the other former Communist coun- 
tries, and | am anxious to study the effects of this 
changeover,” ‘she said. She will be among six 
women and 10 men from around the country 
selected to participate in the Hungarian seminar. 


The Seminars Abroad Program, authorized by 
the 1961 Fulbright-Hays Act, provides oppor- 
tunities for qualified U.S. educators to participate 
in short-term seminars whose purpose is to help 
educators increase their knowledge of the people 
and culture of another country. 

The goal of the Hungarian seminar is to provide 
an overview of the complex process of transition 
from a centrally controlled political system to a 
democratic system operating on a market 
economy. Based in the capital city of Budapest, 
the Fulbright-Hays group will visit cultural and 
educational institutions, take part in round table 
discussions, and meet professionals who have 
been involved in teacher exchange programs. 

Focus will be on Hungarian history, its culture, 
and its educational system, particularly the tradi- 
tionally successful science education program. 
“As with my trip to Yugoslavia, | will be interested 
in comparing their educational system and its 
results with our own,” Kozloski said. 


Upon their return, the participants are expected 
to share their knowledge with students, col- 
leagues, members of civil and professional 
organizations, and the public. 

Mrs. Kozloski holds degrees from American In- 
ternational College and New York University, and 
has done advanced study at The George 
Washington University, A.I.C., and the University 
of Maryland, as well as UMass. She is a member 
of The National Council for the Social Studies, the 
Massachusetts Council for the Social Studies, 
New England Historical Association, and Oral 
History Association.

This year, five Agawam schools made the

Erin’s teacher, Deborah Buzzee, selected three 
ads or editorials from their class to submit. This 
year’s theme was “Challenge and Choices.” The 
students who chose to participate in the “Write-A- 
Classified Ad Contest” for grades one through 
three were asked to create an ad ‘“‘for something 
from your room, real or imaginary.” 

Teacher Emmet Morrill’s sixth grade student, 
Jillian Rouvellatt (at the Agawam Middle School) 
took third place ($25 award) in the ‘“Write-An- 
Editorial Contest” for grades four through six. 

Jillian wrote: “Social studies is an interesting 
subject to me because it tells about the past and 
helps me understand why things are done as they 
are today. | learn about what people did yesterday 
to encourage a continuation of, or a change in, 
the way things happen at the present time. Social 
Studies explains why people took voyages, ex- 
plored the new lands and fought for fame and for- 
tune. | learn why and how the world was split, and 
the changes that were made to bring it back 
together.

much to say that it’s hard to tell where to begin.”

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Pottery Making Part 
Of Learning Unit At 
Robinson Park

On March 12th and 19th, Robinson Park 
Elementary School art teacher Marcia Scherpa 
began her series of Visiting Artists with pottery 
maker Linda Siska. 

Miss Siska showed students how to create pot- 
tery and explained the steps involved from clay to 
greenware. She has been making pottery for 13 
years and spent a year in Japan as an apprentice. 

“Clay is still porous and water will flow through 
it. It has been dipped in a liquid glaze and baked 
or fired at 2,300° in a kiln to become greenware,”’ 
explained Miss Siska. : 

Mrs. Scherpa told students she made pottery in 
college and found it interesting. “The glaze has 
many ingredients. It has silica, which turns to 
glass, fluxing agents, bonding agents to hold the 
glaze to the clay, and colorants, which are oxides 
of elements that turn a particular color when it 
reaches a certain temperature.” 

Miss Siska worked the clay into several small 
pieces, using water to constantly moisten her 
hands. She familiarized students with ‘‘working 
off the mound” and ‘‘wedging the clay.” 

Miss Siska told students, “Throwing the pot re- 
quires you to center the clay first and then open it 
up on the wheel.” 

She said, “I use very few tools except my 
hands. A sponge sometimes smooths the clay in- 
side a pot, and the callipers measure the diameter

for a jar top in order to make a lid that fits.” 

A wire was used to cut away the pot from the 
base mound of clay and simple wooden tools 
created designs on the outside of pots or jars.

Helps RJ Prove 
Valuable Point

Elsewhere in these pages you can find a col- 
umn under my byline which addresses an obser- 
vation regarding the Finals format of high school 
wrestling tournaments. | believe that it gets my 
point across on the current way that they do the 
introductions. 

On Sunday night at the Agawam High wrestling 
banquet, six members of the audience were 
selected for a demonstration to further highlight 
this argument. Each audience member was given 
a name, a weight class, a season record, a class 
standing, his accomplishments, and future plans. 

Two were designated as 103 pounders; two 
were 112 pounders; the other duo were 119 
pounders. Each rose and was acknowledged by 
the gathering and then they stepped to the 
“center of the mat” for th customary handshake. 

Less than two minutes later, five members of 
the audience were called up to the microphone 
and asked one simple question regarding the six 
“wrestlers.” Not one question was answered cor- 
rectly! 

Need Photographic Memory 

Unless someone has a photographic memory, 
their recall is simply taxed too much to remember 
this information. Remember now - only three 
weight classes were introduced. At the normal 
tournament, 13 weight classes are introduced 
before a single match is wrestled! There is ab- 
solutely no way that someone could retain this in- 
formation. 

AHS Athletic Director Kathleen McSweeney 
has promised to bring up this point at the post- 
season AD’s meeting in Holyoke next week. 
Several people present at the wrestling banquet 
have agreed to write a letter to the MIAA to ask 
that this concept be reviewed and subsequently 
changed. 

; Pump Up The Crowd 

Here is my suggestion: as each match is wrestl- 
ed, the announcer could introduce the upcoming 
match by running down the list of ac- 
complishments. After the first match, they could 
award the respective wrestlers from the previous 
match and then introduce the next match. It has 
always been done in boxing (including Golden 
Gloves) and it serves to pump up the crowd before 
every match. 

This way, if you happen to have a match bet- 
ween two undefeated wrestlers, the crowd (all of 
them) would know this info because it would be 
mentioned just before the whistle commencing 
the match. 

Many times uniforms do not say the name of 
the school on it. Sometimes, there is just an in- 
itial; other times, the uniforms are just solid col- 
ors with no writing. The new system would serve 
to identify the wrestler, the school, the wrestler’s 
background, and any other pertinent info (and 
also rote. to shorten an already long night of mat- 
ches).

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Here’s A Few Suggestions To Shorten 
Long Nights At Wrestling Tournies

For as long as wrestling tournaments have ex- 
isted, | have witnessed a tremendous faux pas 
that is so simple to correct that | thought | must 
finally put it into writing. 

Maybe it’s because | haven't had any stimulus 
in a couple of weeks to keep my interest in the 
middle of the field, ice or mat, but there is a pro- 
cess that occurs at every grappling tourney that 
has got to change. 

We'll focus on the Agawam High team because 
they are always so well represented at tour- 
naments throughout New England. 

The tournaments usually last two days and | 
don’t care how big a fan you are or how good a 
wrestler you happen to be—these things are 
grueling events. After a couple of matches 
(without a shower), a wrestler begins to smell a lit- 
tle gamey. The fans are herded into the small gym- 
nasiums like sheep and they perspire more than a 
little bit during the matches, too. They never hold 
the perfume convention simultaneously, but they 
should! 

By the conclusion of the final day’s pro- 
ceedings, it is finally time to crown the individual 
and team champions. The place is packed, the an- 
ticipation is high, and the juices are flowing. It’s 
time for the final 13 matches to decide 
everybody’s fate. 

Naturally, the 26 individuals that remain eligible 
for the top prize are accomplished wrestlers. Let’s 
take Nick Langone of AHS for the purposes of il- 
lustration. When he is announced, they read off a 
long list of Nick’s accomplishments. The an- 
nouncer will mention that he is a “two time defen- 
ding State Champion, three time winner of the 
Agawam Christmas tournament, three time 
Western Mass. Champion, runner-up in the New 
England tournament, and placed third in that tour- 
nament as well. He has a 117-10 record over his 
career with 93 pins and 13 technical knockouts 
(OK, OK, so | got a little carried away.) 

The point is, it takes time to reaa off those 
feats. And what the Wrestling Gods have chosen 
to do (at every tournament that | have ever attend- 
ed) is to read each and every kid’s resume before 
the first match begins! That’s right. From 103 
pounders to heavyweights, all are introduced prior 
to the first match. 

Let’s say for the purposes of illustration that 
the Finals are scheduled for 8:00 p.m. Everybody 


gets pumped when the announcer finally comes 
fo the mike to start the show. Everyone has tried 
to shake off the listlessness that always comes 
after the final two rounds of consolation matches. 

The announcer usually gives an award or two to 
a coach or a selected fan. That takes a couple of 
minutes. Then the 13 wrestlers line up opposite 
their opponent and the introductions begin. They 
move to the center of the mat and shake hands 
and then the next weight class is announced and 
so on and so on and so on and so on and so on... 
I’m sure you get my point. Rarely do the matches 
start before Ce atte or thereabouts. 

imple Solution ; 

The solution? It’s so simple that it is almost un- 
nerving that they haven't already implemented it. 

Why don’t they announce the combatants for 
the upcoming match immediately prior to the 
start of it? It wouldn't take any time at all and it 
would serve to promote more interest in the 
match. 


If you are human like the rest of us, there is no 
way in God’s Green Earth that you are going to 
remember who the 160 pound wrestlers are (and 
what they have been doing for the past three or 
four years) if they were announced an hour-and-a- 
half earlier! If my wife gives me four items to pick 
up at the store, | have no shot at all remembering 
more than two or three of them once | get there 
unless she writes it down! 

It is important to know that after each match is 
completed, they stop the proceedings momentari- 
ly again to award the trophies and plaques to the 
‘‘nlace finishers” in the previous match. Wouldn’t 
it make more sense to introduce the next two 
grapplers at that time? 


This may sound picayune, but it isn’t. It is ab- 
surd to do it the present way. Each and every 
wrestling coach that | have ven my argument to 
has agreed with me. It will give each wrestler a 
chance to be properly introduced and the “casual 
fan” would appreciate it so much more. 

It would also serve to get the tournmament con- 
cluded a little more quickly—and perhaps—serve 
to protect the little bit of sanity that | have left:

How Many Sportsmen Are There? 

eco aD to a recent report by the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service, the number of hunters 
declined slightly from 15,806,864 in 1990 to 
15,718,865 in 1991. Numbers of fishermen rose 
slightly, from 30,731,821 in 1990 to 30,742,212 in 
1991 (except in Massachusetts, which had a 
$500,000 loss in fishermen license sales). Coun- 
trywide, revenues from license sales, however, 
grew significantly over the same period of time, 
with hunting license sales generating $438.5 
million and fishing license receipts totaling 
$374.9 million. 

Since 1923, hunters have paid more than $6.8 
billion for licenses, all of which is used to finance 
wildlife conservation and management by state 
wildlife agencies.

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New Tourney Selection Format Can 
Spice-Up NCAA Early Round

The NCAA tournament is winging along its 
merry way. We've had the blowouts and a shocker 
or two. We’ve reached the Round of Sixteen. The 
furor over teams that were “non-selected” has 
died down and the best basketball tournament in 
the world is getting into CrunchTime. 

Nobody in his right mind can stand up with cer- 
tainty and proclaim a winner, much less a clear 
cut favorite. Perhaps as many as eight or 10 of the 
remaining 16 have enough stuff to capture the big 
prize. 

It’s still going to take an “under the spotliaht” 
six game winning streak, where a bad six minutes 
of basketball or a few missed free throws can 
spell your single elimination doom. r 

Still, the tournament selection process should 
be very much in doubt. Why does Rider College 
get to go when they don’t have a snowball’s 
chance in hell of beating Kentucky? And Coastal 
Carolina wouldn't get it done one night in a hun- 
dred against the likes of Michigan? Wright State 
provided no match for Indiana and on and on we 


go. 

Yet, Santa Clara can step up and bite the 
Wildcats of Arizona and all of us work-a-day 
schmucks get a big, big kick out of it. Southern 
can knock off Georgia Tech and we only hang our 
heads because Travis Best happens to hail from 
the big city just north of us. Upsets might be the 
reason that the tournament has become as 
special as it is. We have this habit of rooting for 
the underdog here in New England. 

So how do we set it up? What has to change? 
Do we go with the likes of Dale Brown (LSU coach) 
who said that we should put all 300-plus Division | 
schools in the tournament and eliminate “half of 
them” on the first night? And so on. Naw, that 
would be a purist’s delight. But the process would 
become so cumbersome. The NIT wouldn't like it 
much, either. 

Sure it would give every school and team a 
chance to compete. But, it would also start to 
resemble the NHL where it seems that everybody 
gets to go anyway. I’ve got a better idea. 

Start With Basics 

Let’s start with a few basic thoughts. ESPN did 
a wonderful job of carrying Round One for many 
years. The ‘‘sports junkie” producers and direc- 
tors had a sixth sense about when to shift us from 
one game to another. Some years they did it so 
well that it seemed like we were being fed buzzer 
beater after buzzer beater. We missed nothing and 
we were always at the “right game” at the righ 
time. z 

CBS bought the package for somewhere in the 
neighborhood of a billion dollars. They wanted 
every dollar that was generated for their own cor- 
porate good. Word on the street is that they are 
swimming in a sea of red ink because of that ill- 
advised decision. 

Add the fact that the producers and directors at 
CBS haven’t a clue about scheduling, shifting 
games, or anything else for that matter. As Chris 
Russo of WFAN put it, “‘Why schedule three 1 seeds 
against three 16 seeds on a Friday night in Round 


One?’’ You're asking to get your head chopped off. 
And they did. 

Kentucky, Michigan, and Indiana won by a com- 
bined 118 points margin of victory and even | was 
fast asleep on my couch by 9:30 p.m. They could 
have shifted to a far more competitive game like 
Xavier-New Orleans or New Mexico State- 
Nebraska, but they dropped the ball repeatedly. 

Remember the old phrase, ‘You've got to beat the 
best to be the best.’ \t’s true almost all the time. All 
things being equal—if all four number one seeds 
advance through the brackets, a team would have 
to beat two of the top four teams in the country (by 
rating anyway) on the final weekend to be 
declared champion. 

Since the ratings are so subjective, why not do 
the following: Have the NCAA select the teams in 
the same manner that they currently employ. 
Don’t have them seed the tournament, just have 
them pick the combatants. Let’s say that we have 
the same 64 teams that we started with this year. 

Throw the names of the schools in one drum 
and throw 64 slips of paper with a seeding on it in- 
to the other drum. Then, conduct a blind draw! 
Why not? You want ratings—you’d get TV ratings 
like you never saw. 

So what if Coppin State or Tennessee- 
Chatanooga got a top seed. They would still have 
to win the games to advance. You might see an In- 
diana against a North Carolina in Round One, but 
we might never get to see that game until a Final 
Four meeting in the other case. 

People will scream that some teams would get 
cheated, but | can’t see how they would. If you go 
there as a smallish (less well known) squad look- 
ing to pull a David vs. Goliath, you might get a 
bonus and meet another school who engages in 
similar competition during the regular season. 

The Goliaths know that they have to beat the 
Goliaths somewhere along the line anyway, so | 
don’t see why they would have a problem. 

Seeding Would Not Be An Issue 

Seeding would never again be an issue. A small 
school could provide intrigue and excitement by 
REACHING the Sweet Sixteen. Round One would 
be much more interesting. And, best of all, we 
might see a Duke have to take on Michigan, 
Arizona, North Carolina, and Indiana in succes- 
sion, making for a remarkable story if they could 
get it done. . 

The tournament has only had 64 teams for a lit- 
tle over a decade now, so it really doesn’t inter- 
rupt any longstanding tradition. It would give us 
better games (quicker) and throughout the 
tourney. 

It would still leave the best team standing at the 
end. It might open the door to those that say thata 
team had an easier route (or whatever the excuses 
might say), but cream is supposed to rise to the 
top. 

And it will—when Duke is crowned champion 
again early next month! (OOPS! Last week, | said 
that the Blue Devils were playing possum. | didn’t 
realize that California would be playing Jed 
Clampett!!).
